Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  Health  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Dover  Rural  District 
for  the  year  1954o 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  show  that,  although 
there  vms  a fall  in  the  birth  rate  and  a rise  in  the  death 
rate  compared  with  the  figures  for  1953,  these  rates  still 
compare  favourably  with  those  for  England  and  'Vales  as  a 
whole.  There  was  an  increase  locally  in  the  number  of  deaths 
from  malignant  disease  and  from  diseases  of  the  heart. 

There  was  a reduction  in  the  total  number  of 
Infectious  diseases  notified  and  the  incidence  generally 
showed  no  unusual  features. 

A few  cases  of  undulant  fever  (Brucellosis)  occurred 
during  the  year  in  the  area  of  a neighbouring  authority  and 
seemed  to  point  to  a designated  raw  milk  supply  in  the  Rural 
District  as  the  source  of  infection.  Investigation  showed 
that  the  milk  in  question  was  in  fact  liable  to  recurrent 
Infection  with  Brucella  Abortus  and  considerable  difficult^- 
was  experienced  in  approving  clearance  for  the  dairy  herds 
concerned. 


Although  no  cases  came  to  light  within  tho  Rural 
District  nevertheless,  unidentified  cases  of  a minor  character 
may  Y/ell  have  occurred  since  the  disease  varies  greatly  in  its 
symptoms  and  severity. 

In  view  of  the  continued  prevalence  of  this  infec- 
tion among  dairy  cattle  and  the  many  obstacles,  legal  and 
otherwise,  to  its  satisfactory  control,  the  only  safe  public 
health  measure  in  the  present  state  of  our  knowledge  would 
seem  to  be  the  routine  Pasteurization  of  all  milk  supplies. 

Housing  and  general  sanitation  continued  to  receive 
careful  attention,  all  possible  steps  being  taken  to  maintain 
reasonable  standards  wherever  conditions  that  fell  short  of 
optimum  standards  were  found. 

I am  indebted  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  for  their  support  throughout  the 
year  and  to  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  data 
supplied  for  Inclusion  in  this  report.

In  July^  1954  the  national  policy  of  meat 
slaughtering  came  to  an  end  and  this  Council  decided  to 
support  the  Government’s  views  on  moderate  concentration 
of  slaughtering  and  agreed  that  the  municipal  slaughter- 
houses at  Canterbury  and  Hythe  would  serve  the  needs  of  the 
district.  One  application  for  a licence  to  use  premises  as 
a slaughterhouse  was  received  and  rejected.
